A few 
remarks were also heard from H. J. 
Montgomery, M.L.A., and Wm. Irvine, 
M.P. 

Mr. Linden then conducted the 
party through his fields to see his 
crops of registered seed, Banner 
oats, Tebi barley, Arctic sweet 
clover, and certified Reward wheat, 
as well as plots of head and rod 
rows of selected plants.

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FARMERS BATTLE 
ON THREE FRONTS 


Sioux City, Ia., Aug. 18—The “Bat- 
tle of the Highway,” resulting from 
strikes by farmers for higher pro- 
duce prices was being fought on three 
fronts on Thursday—lIowa, Nebraska, 
and South Dakota. 

Extending their blockade of Iowa 
and South Dakota highways into 
Dakota county, Nebraska, picket- 
ing farmers, who say they are de- 
termined to withhod produce from 
the market until prices go higher, 
hemmed in Sioux City on all sides, 
and the situation appeared serious 
enough to Sheriff Hugh Slocum at 
Stevens, S.D., to appeal to the state 
sheriff for help. 

Sheriff Slocum decided to make 
the appeal after a group of about 
100 farmers, picketing a highway 
at Stevens, forced him and _ his 
deputies to stop escorting a fleet of 
five trucks to Sioux City. 


One shot was fired in the air by 
the sheriff, who was overpowered 
by the farmers and relieved of his 
weapon. It was the first shot fired 
anywhere in the area affected by 
the strikes, one of which is being 
waged (by milk producers, and the 
other by farmers who have declared 
a thirty-day holiday on selling all 
kinds of agricultural products. 

The decision of Nebraska farm- 
ers to join Iowa and South Dakota 
producers in the blockade of the 
highway, which has been under- 
way since last Monday, was an- 
nounced Wednesday night by J. F. 
Kriege of Dakota City, who said 
that pickets had been given orders 
to stop all trucks en route to mar- 
ket.

PROVISIONS OF TRADE 
TREATY WITH BRITAIN 


Ottawa, Aug. 19—The agreement 
between the United Kingdom and oe 
ada will provide: 

7 On Canada’s Part 

An undertaking to give such tariff 
terms to British products as_ will 
enable them to compete in the Can- 
adian market on even terms, having 
regard to the necessity of maintain- 
ing efficient Canadian industry. 
(This clause is drafted with extreme 
care, and is understood to meet the 
British view). 

An undertaking that the provisions 
of the tariff law will not be invoked 
to impose arbitrary valuations on 
British goods. ’ 

A reduction in specific duties on 
textiles and in ad valorem duties on 
the finer grades. 

Important reductions 
and steel tariff. 

The addition of British chemical 
products in large numbers to the free 
list. 

A miscellaneous list of approxi- 
mately 135 items placed on the free 
list. : 

The right of British manufacturers 
to appeal to the Canadian Tariff 
Board, to be constituted, is guaran- 
teed, with an undertaking that Par- 
liament will implement the findings 
of the board. 

On Britain’s Part 

The continuance of the present pre- 
ferences in the British tariff unchang: 
ed. 

Three pence a bushel preferable ; 
on wheat, with flour preference un- 
changed. 

Ten per cent additional preference 
on lumber. 

Two pence preference on copper. 

A quota arrangement on (bacon im- 
ports, giving Canada a much larger 
share of this market. 

Removal of the present restrictions 
on the import of live cattle. 

The full legislative and administrat- 
ive powers of the United Kingdom to 
be invoked to prevent dumping of any 
products on the British market, and 
mentioning ‘particularly imports of 
state-controlled products. (This clause 
is’, also. , worded : with: great care, and 
is understood to ‘De: ‘satisfactory “to the 
Canadian Government. It gives such 
definite guarantees that the Canadian 
Government is satisfied it will prove 
adequate to stop Russian dumping). 

General 

The agreement is for a period of 
five years, and is subject to alteration 
during that period only by specific 
agreement of both parties.

Calgary, Aug. 20.—Alberta cattle 
dealers stand tO gain much larger 
market in Great Britain following the 
lifting of restriction on Canadian cat- 
tle.

7,000 PEOPLE WILDLY ACCLAIM 
VICTORS IN INDIAN STAMPEDE

Attended by 7,000 people who were 
provided with thrills and spills at the 
afternoon program, and a colorful pow- 
wow in front of the grandstand at 
might, the Kiwanis stampede held at 
the fair grounds on Wednesday prov- 
ed to be a popular event. 

Featuring the evening program was 
the choosing of three prominent citi- 
zens as Indian chiefs. Those thus 
honored by the natives, and adorned 
with the customary headgear in rec- 
ognition of the fact, were Mayor D. K. 
Knott who will wear the title of Chief 
Baglerib, Charles E. Garnett, secre- 
tary of the stampede committee, who 
will henceforth be known as_ Chief 
Eagle Feathers, and D. A. Grout, 


chairman of the stampede committee, , 


who was made Chief Wampoose, 
meaning “rabbit.” ; 

In the spacious infield were the 
teepees of some 1,200 Indians who 
had come for the stampede, hailing 
from reserves at Hobbema, Winter- 
,burn, Lac Ste Anne and Wabamun. 
All’ were Crees, with the-exception 
of some 85 Stony Indians from 
Wabamun. 

The Indians brought along some 
300 horses, many of which were wild 
and gave the cowboys the time of 
their lives before being subdued. 

Indian foot races opened the pro- 
gram, resulting in keen bids for 
honors on t he part of contestants 
fired with the desire to secure glory 
for the trihe to which they belonged. 

The arts of their forefathers were 
demonstrated when the Indians, men 
and women, tried their skill in the 
bow and_= arrow competition. This 
was won by John Bear of Hobbema, 
who plugged the ‘tbull’s eye” with 
his dart, while Jonas Raine was 
second. 

The contestants were out to win 
honors for having the best Indian 
costume. Among the number were 
Cree Indian chiefs, handsome in 
their flashing eagle feather head- 
gear and dangling beads on their 
deerskin uniforms; Stony Indians, 
stoical, carry bows and_ arrows 
as their forefathers did, and elab- 
orately painted, and a group of 
squaws in (bright dress. Some 30 
assembled on the platform for the 
placing of awards by the judges. 

Finally, the Garnett cup was 
awarded to acting Chief John Bear 
of the Montana band of Hobbema 
Indians A fine figure, with a  cos- 
tume and two eagle feathers in his 
headwear that at once caught the 
eyes of the three judges, Bear was 
a worthy descendant of the brave 
band of Crees that escape d to Can- 
ada after the Custer massacree. 

The big pow-wow was the headline 
attraction for -the evening program, 
drawing a crowd of some 3,000 peo- 
ple to the grandstand. ; 

In this ceremony, the: chiefs who 
took part were Ermineskin of Hob- 
bema, Sampson of Hobbema, Arcand 
“of Riviere _ Qui Barre, acting Chief 
Joe Rabbit, of Wabamun, who had 
directed the Indians’ part in the 
stampede during the day, John Bear 
of Hobbema and Alexis Morin, of 
Winterburn.—Edmonton Jounral.

WORLD VERY STRANGE 
LOOKING PLACE FROM 
HEIGHT OF 10 MILES 


Cavallar di Monzanrano, Italy, Aug. 
19.—August Piccard and Max Cosyns 
came down to earth Thursday after- 
noon having gazed on the world from 
the greatest altitude ever attained by 
man—more than 10 miles. 


When they landed they were some- 
what shaky, very tired, and exceed- 
ingly modest. Swarms of persons, in- 
cluding government officials 
came by aeroplane, descended on 
them, but neither Piccard nor Cosyns 
was in a mood to accept applause. 


“We are very well satisfied with our 
flight,’ the Professor said, while 
hundreds of gaping farmers stood 
about staring at the men who had 
been far above the rain and the clouds 
in a little aluminum ball attached to a 
balloon. 


Pending the examination of  in- 
struments, he refused to say more 
than that he had reached a height 
of nearly 55,000 feet and encoun- 
tered temperatures which were five 
degrees below zero Fahrenheit in- 
side the spherical aluminum gon- 
dola and 67 degrees on the outside. 


The instruments, 
gondola itself, were

Piccard said they had not been 
harmed by the jar when the gon- 
dola hit the ground , although the 
gondola itself was dented a little 
by the impact.

“Lux,” a new fire-fighting chemical 
added to the Edmonton fire depart- 
ment equipment recently, was used 
for the first time last Saturday when 
fire broke out in the Darling Electri- 
cal welding works.

OLD-TIMERS’ REUNION; 
237 SIGN THE REGISTER 


The first old-timers’ reunion ever 
organized on a lurge scale in this 
community was that so successfully 
held Friday last at Knapp’s Landing 
on the Farguson farm in a level val- 
ley within a stone’s throw of Dried 
Meat Lake. 

The idea for an old-fimers’ re- 
union originated with R. W. (Bob) 
Campbell ang W. A. Tone of the 
Dried Meat Lake district, and about 
the end of July keen interest led to 
a meeting at which the necessary com- 
mittees were appointed. As a result 
more than two thousand persons as- 
sembled at the picnic-barbecue. Early 
in the forenoon people began to as- 
semble, arriving by various types of 
conveyance, ranging from an automo- 
bile to a boae. 

A most interesting and perman- 
ent record of the reunion was the 
old-timers’ register, with spaces for 
date and place of arrival and birth- 
place. A survey of the book shows 
that 237 pioneer visitors recorded 
their names. The majority of the 
visitors naturally enough came from 
the community near the lake, the 
register giving Edberg 31, Duhamel 32 
and New Norway 73. Meeting Creek 
had 9,.Ohaton 9, Camrose 54, View- 
point 3, Ferintosh 10, and Dorenlee 2.

IMPROVING ON NATURE 


Soil heating by electric current has 
come to be recognized as an aid to 
the growers to get their produce to 
market earlier and secure better pric- 
es. Equipment for heating beds, in- 
cluding cable and thermostats, was 
sold to farmers in the United States 
last year for the first time and sev- 
eral plants were set up in Canada. 
The jtulk of the power is used be- 
tween sundown and sunrise, making 
it practically an off-peak load. 

The advantage of electric heating 
over steam and manure is seen in the 
more complete control. Flowers, such 
as Easter lilies can be speeded up and 
a greater percentage of growth is 
noted in cuttings of plants. Celery ap- 
pear to respond particularly well to 
the electrical current.

SOUTH PIGEON LAKE 


The schoolhouse was filled to cap- 
acity the other evening to hear an 
address from our Provincial Member, 
Mr. H. J. Montgomery. He began by 
saying that he felt it his duty as 
Member to visit different parts of the 
Constituency at intervals to discuss 
Provincial matters with them, and to 
learn the opinion of those he viisted 
on matters of local and Provincial in- 
terest He believed a good opposition 
alert and active, was of inestimable 
value to the Province. The present 
U.F.A. Government apparently had 
failed to discern the financial crisis 
overtaking the Province. Had spent 
money without any consideration as 
to the ability of the taxpayers to 
meet the burden, and now were faced 
with a direct Provincial debt of well 
Over $141,000,000.00. With a popula- 
tion of 750,000, this meant a debt on 
each family for Provincial purposes 
alone of about $1000.00. Contrast this 
with the Province of Quebec with a 
population of nearly 3,000,00, and a 
debt of about $60,000,000.00, or per 
family $100.00, as compared to Al- 
berta’s of $1000.00. The limit of our 
borrowing capacity had been reached. 
The last loan had been made at an ex- 
orbitant rate of interest, 63% per cent, 
and we must now pay as we go. He 
congratulated the district in securing 
a gravel road from Wetaskiwin to 
Westerose. Had it not been arranged 
for last fall it might be years before 
it would have been built. Many more 


will be indefinitely postponed. He 
had advocated in the Legislature an 
increase of 2 cents in the Gasoline 
Tax, the proceeds to be devoted ex- 
clusively to building gravelled roads. 
The revenue derived from this _in- 
crease would construct 250 miles of 
road complete and paid for.. No inter- 
est to be paid, no sinking fund, no 
commission to bankers to sell bonds. 


This Government had increased the 
debt an average of over $6,000,000 per 
year since 1921, and so far this year 
$10,000,000.00 had been added to the 

Public Debt. A raid on the Provin- 
cial Treasury to be successful only 
had to be under the wing of some 
Pool or Co-operative Co., and he in- 
stanced a few cases, such as loans 
to Live Stock Pool, $12,000.00; Egg 
and Poultry Pool, $83,000.00; Alberta 
Co-op. Poultry Producers, $16,900; 
Alberta Co-op Dairy Producers, $6,- 
500.00; and Alberta Co-op. Wholesale 
Association, $15,000.00. All these are 
practically a total loss. Advances and 
guarantees were made to the Oil 
Pool, $9,000.00; Dairy Pools, $377,- 
000.00; Wheat Pool, $5,649,000.60; Co- 
op. Credit, Societies, $1,900,000.00; 
Live Stock Development Board, $42,- 
430.00; and Calgary Milk Producers, 
$14,500.00. Repayment in these cases 
will depend on the success of each 
individual enterprise and its manage- 
ment. . 

During 1930 grants were made to 
Alberta Co-op Audit Bureau, $1000.00, 
1931, $1000; Alberta Institute of Co- 
operation, 1930, $1200, 1931, $1500; 
Alberta Co-op. Council, 1930, $432.00, 
1931, $800.00. What these organiza- 
tions do to earn . these grants is. not 
clear. eS 

Mr. Norman Priestly, now vice- 
president of the U.F.A., received in 
salary and expenses $3,600.00 to write 
a text book on Co-operation for use in 
the schools, as if the schools did not 
have enough text books already. This 
money was practically wasted, as the 
book has never been put in use. The 
Government informed the Legislature 
last session that it had to be all re- 
written. It was out-of-date before it 
was finished. 


Many items of expenditure were 
criticized by the speaker, such as 
travelling expenses, entertainment, 
London office, Bureau of Labor, Pub- 
licity Commissioner, Police Magis- 
trates, University costs, film censor’s 
office, Town Planning office, all run- 
ning into a very large sum. Construc- 
tion of Normal School in Edmonton 
at a cost of $700,000.00, when two 
already were in operation, and the 
government now threatens to close, 
the Camrose Normal. Construction of 
Administration Building, costing over 
$1,000,000 which was not absolutely 
nucessary. 

Mr. Montgomery also dealt with the 
telephone system, unemployment, 
roads, Natural Resources, and other 
interesting matters. 


During the discussion that followed 
his address, many members of the 


audience expressed their views on 
various matters. They were opposed 
to compulsory lights on horse

Hogs, 1532; Sheep, 567. 

The receipts so far this week have 
been very light, with insufficient to 
make or establish a market. Buyers 
are showing an interest in what few 
offerings are coming and salesmen 
are having no difficulty in clearing 
receipts readily, especially the better 
grades of butcher steers. Sales on 
the whole indicate that prices remain 
fully steady and unchanged with last 
weeks close, with an indication of 
firmness in the case of steers. The 
following are the prices: 

Bulk of good to choice butcher 
steers sold at $3.25 to $3.75; mediums 
$2.50 to $3.00; and common to fair 
from $1.50 to $2.25; good to choice 
handyweight butcher heifers $3.00 to 
$3.50; mediums $2.50 to $2.75; good 
heavies $2.25 to $2.50; and common 
to fair $1.50 to $2.00; good to choice 
cows $1.75 to $2.25, common to med- 
ium $1.00 to $1.75; canners and cut- 
ters 50¢ to $1.00; bulls 75¢ to $1.00. 

There is fair action noticeable on 
the stocker market, especially on the 
better grades of lightweights. Prices 
on good stockers remain fully steady 
and unchanged, with the better 
grades of steers and heifers selling at 
$2.50 to $3.00; plain to medium kinds 
from $1.50 to $2.25; stocker cows from 
75¢ to $1.50. 

Good light calves moving quite 
readily at $3.50 to $4.00 for the good 
to choice; common to medium kinds 
from $2.00 to $3.00; heavy calves, es- 
pecially plain kinds are hard mov- 
ers and selling as low as $1.50.
